DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The drawings filed on 4/1 6/08 are acceptable subject to correction of the 
following informalities: the symbol a is used in Figs. 2-4 to show different angles. Since 
the angles are different, they should be labeled with different symbols. In order to avoid 
abandonment of this application, correction is required in reply to the Office action. The 
correction will not be held in abeyance. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following Is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art of record, Colvin (US Patent No. 2,591,920), discloses the invention 
substantially as claimed in claim 14 but fails to explicitly disclose the a bevel angle that 
varies in the circumferential direction, "such that the angle is smaller in an area adjacent 
said gap as compared to an area diametrically opposed to said gap", as well as, the 
lower flank having a radial wall thickness which also varies in the circumferential 
direction such that said thickness is smaller in the area adjacent said gap as compared 
to the are diametrically opposed to said gap. Although the Kinsley et al. (US Patent No. 
1,645,146) teaches the thickness of the lower flank varying as claimed In claim 14, there 
Is no motivation, absent the applicant's own disclosure, to modify the Colvin reference In 
the manner required by the claims.
